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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 55-58, 63-74, 75 (in-part), 77 (in-part), 78 (in-part), and 79-82, 
are drawn to a method for identifying a compound that modulates animalia tRNA, 
involving a detecting step with a cleavage step. 

Group II, claims 59-62, 75 (in-part), 76, 77 (in-part) and 78 (in-part), are drawn to 
to a method for identifying a compound that modulates animalia tRNA, with a 
detecting step involving a reporter gene. 

Group III, claims 83-90, are drawn to a method for treating cancer with the 
compounds identified by the method of Group I. 



For the rules governing a lack of unity determination, see 37 C.F.R. § 1.475 - Unity of 
invention before the International Searching Authority, the International Preliminary Examining 
Authority and during the national stage (especially paragraphs (a), (c) and (d)). 

(a) An international and a national stage application shall relate to one invention only or to a group of 
inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept ("requirement of unity of 
invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in an application, the requirement of unity of 
invention shall be fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions 
involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical features.

In the instant case, the method of Groups I and II lack unity of invention because the 
methods are directed to multiple processes of use as defined by 37 C.F.R. § 1.475(d), and do not 
share a special technical feature that defines over the art. 

Election of Species 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

A. the compound that alters tRNA splicing activity and the direction of the 
"alteration " - Applicants are required to elect a single compound within 
the scope of the invention that alters tRNA splicing activity (e.g., see 
claims 56 and 57), and are required to elect an increase or decrease in 
activity; Applicants may elect an "unidentified" or "generic" or "non- 
descript" compound if the compound is merely intended to be a means to 
capture a claimed method from a library of compounds, and not meant to 
be limited to a chemical structure; 

B. the sample for analysis - Applicants are required to elect a single sample 
for analysis, for example, a cell-free extract (e.g., claim 70), a cell (e.g., 
claim 72), purified form of tRNA splicing endonuclease (e.g., claim 71); 

C. the substrate - Applicants are required to elect a single substrate, such as 
one of the substrates identified in step (a) of claim 55; 
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D. the fluorescence detection scheme - Applicants are required to elect a 
single fluorescence detection scheme, i.e., the donor-acceptor probes used, 
and the relationship of the change in fluorescence upon detection, such as 
an increase or decrease {e.g., see claims 73 and 74); 

E. the tRNA splicing endonuclease - Applicants are required to elect a single 
tRNA splicing endonuclease, such as, animalia or fungal (see claims 73 
and 74). 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP 
§ 809.02(a). 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: each of the species is functionally distinct from each 
of the other species, and has a different mode of action. 

Correction of Inventorship 

Applicants are reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, 
the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
